The individual shingles are cut to a uniform size, 8 inches wide by 12^ inches 
long, and are laid 4 inches to the weather, yi inch apart, thus giving three thick- 
nesses of shingles over the entire roof surface. 

The 4-in-l Slab Shingles are made 36 inches wide by 10 inches long, four 
shingles to each slab. Much labor is saved in the application of these shingles, as 
no spacing is necessary, and a slab of four shingles is laid almost as quickly and 
easily as one individual shingle. 

Tylfect Lap-joint Slab Shingles are so made that each shingle serves as a 
gauge to lay the next course. Each slab represents four artistic shingles. In- 
creased value of construction is obtained because there is 14 inches of roofing 
between the tips of the shingles, insuring two full thicknesses over the entire roof 
surface.
